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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to papers filed on May 26, 2006. 

Response to Amendment 

2. In response to applicant's amendment received on May 26, 2006, all requested changes to 
the specification and claims have been entered. Claims 28-35 have been added. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, pages 33-39, filed May 26, 2006, with respect to 
claims 1 and 14 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 USC 103(a) rejection of 
claims 1 and 14 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-35 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claims 1, 14 and 28-35, none of the prior art teach or fairly suggest the limitations 
of "identifying shots containing related content to form a sequence of shots containing related 
content", "selecting at least one key-frame within each sequence of shots", "associating the 
interactive data with the object in the key-frame", and "interactive data is embedded with data 
representative of said object in a data sequence", in combination with the other limitations of the 
claims. The prior art of Isadore-Barreca discloses the parsing a video programme to identify 
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separate shots to produce a edit list, which involves identifying frames containing related 
content to form a sequence of frames containing the related content, selecting a key-frame from 
the sequence of frames and identifying an object in the key-frame, in which to embed interactive 
data. Isadore-Barreca does not teach or fairly suggest identifying shots containing related 
content to form a sequence of shots, selecting a key-frame from the sequence of shots, 
identifying an object in the key-frame, associating the interactive data with the object in the key- 
frame, and interactive data is embedded with data representative of said object in a data sequence 
as disclosed in the limitations of claims 1, 14 and 28-35.
